The Russian reversal of policy 
in 


Agreeing to resume nuclear test ban "talks 
at Geneva is no indication that the Soviet 
Union has been chastised by world public 
opinion of its series of atmospheric tests. 
Instead the Russians will use the appar- 
ent concession for all the mileage they 
can get — most particularly the effort to 
prevent the United States from testing if 
it is in our interest to do so. 


In part, the Soviet decision may have 


been prompted by the vote in the United 
Nations for a resolution expressing 
the 


"urgent need for a treaty to ban nuclear 
weapons tests under effective internation- 
al control." The resolution was intro- 
duced by the United States and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and was passed in the Gen- 
eral Assembly by a vote of 71 to 11 with 
15 abstentions. The only votes against the 
resolution were from the nine Communist 
bloc nations plus Mongolia and Cuba who 
might as well now be counted as part of 
the bloc. Most of the abstentions came 
from the Belgrade-aligned •'neutrals'' al- 
though three of them—India. Ceylon and 
Burma — voted in favor. 


This resolution carried with a greater 


majority than did the one sponsored by 
India which merely called for

moratorium. But it is doubtful that the 
pressure of world 
opinion 
really had 


much to'do with the Russian switch. 


The Soviet Union, after its series of 


at least 31 atmospheric nuclear tests, ap- 
parently feels it can afford to soothe the 
world again with soft words and spotless 
hands. It will point with horror to the 
United States, which has refused to agree 
to another moratorium during the talks. 
And it will get a lot of company de- 
nouncing us from the fearful who forget 
so easily who started the testing again 
with casual disregard for radiation dan- 
ger even to the Russian people. 


Fortunately President 
Kennedy has 


made it clear that there are no strings 
attached 
to 
our 
resuming talks 
at 


Geneva. In the past our negotiators there, 
led by Arthur Dean, have seen through 
the Soviet pretenses and given no ground 
toward uninspected controls. 


We may take a lesson from the Soviet 


Union this time around. If our experts 
think we need to continue nuclear tests 
or try some in the atmosphere, we should 
do so in spite of the howls that will be led 
by the Communists and will reverberate 
around the world. Let them howl this 
time.

Probably few American b u s i n e s s 


firms have longer history of association 
with the Patent Office than E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours Company of Wilmington.

much the same reason he points out that 
inventive intuitions could not afford to en- 
gage in research because they would be 
in the position of "providing pond, tackle 
and bait with all the fish being distributed 
indiscriminately to spectators as well as 
fishermen " He emphasizes that point in 
these words "Without a functioning pat- 
ent system we would meutably reward 
not those who innovate but those who imi- 
tate the fraits of one borne away by the 
other. Or we would de\elop a technology

The bill further proposes to limit 
patent rights on new drugs to three years 
from the date of application and to outlaw

identical or overlapping 
patents which 


permit rival 
firms 
to reach 
amicable 


agreement rather than to indulge in liti- 
gation. It is pointed out that, since the 
process of getting a patent frequently 
takes more than three years, the pro- 
posed legislation would have the effect of 
abolishing rather than limiting the inven- 
tor's right? under a patent. 


The magazine warns that such legis- 


lation instead of protecting the public in 
the use of patents very likely would cause 
inventors to keep their findings concealed 
and thus greatly limit the use the public 
might h?ve of them. 


The American patent system, as it 


now operates, has brought great benefits 
to the American public. The public should 
therefore be alert to any effort to reduce 
the privileges now granted to inventors to 
a point where the benefits to the public 
also would be curtailed.
